S.0.900(E).— Whereas, by the notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Shipping, Road Transport and Highways, number S.O. 
1585 (E), dated the IO^xj November, 2005, issued under section 11 of the 
National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), the Central 
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Government has entrusted the section of national highway from Km 9.20 
to Km 100.00 (Nagpur - Kondhali - Talegaon Section) of National Highway 
No. 6 in the State of Maharashtra to the National Highways Authority of 
India (hereinafter referred to as the “Authority”); 

And Whereas, pursuant to the provisions of section 14 of the said 
Act, the Authority has entered into an agreement with M/s. Oriental 
Pathways (Nagpur) Private Limited, having it’s Registered Office at 21, 
Commercial Complex, Malcha Marg, Diplomatic Enclave, New Delhi - 110 
021 (hereinafter referred to as “Concessionaire”) for the development of the 
Kondhali - Telegaon section from Km 50.00 to Km 100.00 ((hereinafter 
referred to as the said section) of the national highway No. 6 on Built, 
Operate and Transfer (BOT) basis; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8A of 
the National Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with rule 3 of the 
National Highways (Collection of Fees by any person for the use of Section 
of National Highways / Permanent Bridge / Temporary Bridge on National 
Highways) Rules, 1997, the Central Government, having regard to the 
expenditure involved in building, maintenance, management and 
operation of the said section of the said national highway, interest on the 
capital invested, reasonable return, the volume of traffic and the period of 
said agreement between the Authority and the Concessionaire , hereby 
notifies that there shall be levied and collected fees on mechanical vehicles 
for the use of the stretch from Km 50.00 to Km 100.00 (Kondhali - 
Talegaon) of national highway No. 6 in the State of Maharashtra at the 
rates specified in the Schedule annexed to this notification and authorises 
the said Concessionaire to collect and retain the said fees on and from the 
date of commercial operation of the said section or publication the 
notification in the Official Gazette, whichever is later till the termination 
date.

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Notes; 

(1) For the purpose of this notification; 

(i) “actual fees” means the fees actually charged from the road 
users of the said section of national highway on the basis of 
rate of base fee given in the said schedule and shall be 
rounded off to the nearest five rupees. 

(ii) “date of commercial operation" means the date on which the 
commercial operation of the said section of national highway 
No. - 6 in the State of Maharashtra begins after the issue of 
the Completion Certificate or the Provisional Certificate, as the 
case may be, upon completion of four laning of the said 
section of the said national highway in accordance with the 
provisions of the agreement entered into between the 
Authority and the Concessionaire; 

(iii) “termination date” means the date on which the said 
agreement entered into between the Authority and the 
Concessionaire expires pursuant to the provisions of the said 
agreement or is terminated by termination notice; 

(iv) “local personal traffic” means and includes a personal vehicle 
(car/passenger van/jeep) which is registered with the 
Concessionaire by any person who normally resides or works 
at a place that can normally be approached only by using a 
part of the said section of national highway and such person 
is, therefore, required to use such vehicles for commuting on 
a part of the said section in the course of normal travel to and 
from his place of work or residence; 

(v) “Local Commercial Traffic” means any commercial vehicle 
including buses, trucks, light motor vehicles or taxis engaged 
in carrying goods and passengers registered with the 
Concessionaire as plying routinely on the said section; 

(vi) Words and expressions used in this notification but not 
defined but defined in the agreement entered into between the 
Authority and the Concessionaire in respect of the said 
section of national highway in the State of Maharashtra shall 
have the meaning respectively assigned to them in the said 
agreement. 

2. The base rate of fee shall be revised once in every year with effect 
from 1st September of each such year during the operation period of 
the said agreement and the revised fee shall be computed as 
follows:-

WPI-A = is the Wholesale Price Index as on June 1997 (131.4) 

WPI-B = is the Wholesale Price Index as on 31®^ March, preceding 
the fee-revision date. 
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3. The Concessionaire shall not collect fees from Local Personal Traffic 
and Local Commercial Traffic in excess of the following discounted 
rates, namely:- 

(a) Local Personal Traffic : twenty five per cent of the applicable fees 
lor the specific category of vehicle. 

(b) Local Commercial Traffic : fifty per cent of the applicable fees for 
the specific category of vehicle. 

4. When the same vehicle has to cross the said section more than once

(d) a Foreign dignitary on State visit to India, and 

(e) a Foreign Diplomat stationed in India using cars with “CD”/ 
“CC” number plates. 

(f) the Chairman of Rajya Sabha or Speaker of Lok Sabha or 
Chairman of a State Legislative Council or Speaker of a State 
Legislative Assembly or a Minister for the Union or State or 
Leader of Opposition in Lok Sabha or Rajya Sabha or State 
Legislatures having the Status of Cabinet Minister if he is 
sitting in the vehicle; Or 

(g) Members of Parliament in the entire country or a Member of 
Legislative Assembly of a State or a Member of Legislative
